Project M&FAED supports the Defector Program, to which 
CIA in eassitted under BCID 4/2, lor the rehabilitation and. re- 
settlement of defector and agent personnel . fa® Resettlement 
and Rehabilitation Section (hereafter referred to an HARVARD) 
of the Defector isespt ioa C octet* (DBC) at Frankfurt in respon- 
sible for all OBC cases and therefore involves support to the 
entire intelligence common ity. HARVARD'S services are also 
available to CIA, Germany, other CIA area divisions and other 
United States intelligence agencies in the European area in 
the resettlement and rehabilitation of cases outs id© of the 
DSC program.

There has been a decrease during F¥ lg@S la the number 
of agents sent to HARVARD for resettlement and the number of 
dependents of' defectors. As a result, the maber of HARVARD 
Case Officers was reduced la June 18$2 from four to two. 
Also, there, is a substantial decrease in fund requirements 
for FT 64, as reflected in paragraph 8, Costs.

Although HASVA&B does not produce intelligence directly, 
the food, bowsing, and resettleaent aid it provides for 
defectors, nasty of whom are hog© leas and without sonny, 
assure their availability at the Defector deception Center 
for thorough debriefing. In. addition, the us# of then® 
benefits contributes directly to the motivation and control 
of t hone defectors exploited for FI purposes.

HARVARD relies on close cooperation with United States 
consular and immigration officers, with representatives ot the 
United States Escapee Program and affiliated private welfare 
organisations, and occasionally with foreign consular repre- 
sentatives . 



7. Fuuas 

It is expected that the HARVARD job will continue as in 
the past, on a reduced level as noted in paragraphs 2 and 8. 



We are requesting approval of a budget of $54,860.60 
for FT 1884., a decrease of $ 19 , 800,00 ires the FT 1080 
approved budget of : $74,400. The decrease is attributable 
to a reduction in the number of agents sent to HARVARD by 
the DEC for resettlement and to a 35% reduction in the number 
of dependents of defectors supported by HARVARD. These and 
other factors have led to a reduction by the PRC la the number 
of properties rented, the number of indigenous personnel 
employed , and a reduction in supplies and equipment. The 
breakdown Is as follows;

In previous years 
these expenses were programed for under Transportation of 
Effects, Communications , Other Contractual Services, Operational 
Entertainment , and Supplies and Equipment . However, because 
of financial accounting and posting methods a portion of these 
costs has been transferred to Compensation for Defectors 
estimates in FT 1964. Ho actual increase in spending is 
expected .
